I  wish  to  draw  special  attention  of  that  part  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  which  deals  with  Salved 
Materials,  the  cash  value  of  which  is  an  indication  of  the 
thoroughness  of  the  effort  which  has  been  made  by  him  and 
all  members  of  his  staff'.

SECTION  D.— HOUSING. 

A  general  supervision  has  been  maintained,  and  reports 
relating'  to  dampness,  ventilation  and  minor  structural 
defects  have  been  dealt  with. 

There  has  been  no  further  demolition  of  houses  situated 
in  Clearance  Areas  or  under  Compulsory  Purchase  or 
Demolition  Orders,  and  a  number  of  these  are  standing 
empty.  It  is  satisfactorv  to  note  the  improved  conditions 
under  which  removed  families  are  living  in  the  new  houses 
provided  by  the  Council. 

SECTION  E.— INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION 

OF  FOOD. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. 

d'here  are  34  Registered  Cow-keepers,  and  41  Milk- 
Retailers  in  the  district. 

A  large  part  of  the  Town’s  milk  supply  is  brought  in 
from  the  surrounding  Rural  District, 
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Milk  Special  Designations  Order,  1936. 

3  Licences  have  been  issued  to  Dealers  authorising-  the 
sale  of  Pasteurised  Milk  ; 

I  Licence  authorisino-  the  Pasteurising^  of  Milk  ;  also 
3  Licences  to  retail  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk,  and 
I  Licence  to  bottle  Tuberculin  Tested  IVIilk. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  there  are  24  premises 
reg'istered  for  the  Preparation  or  Manufacture  of  Preserved 
Food,  etc.,  and  17  for  the  Sale  or  the  Manufacture  of 
Ice-Cream.

SECTION  F.— PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL 
OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 


There  was  an  epidemic  of  Measles  among-  school 
children  during  1940,  the  cases  throughout  being  of  a  mild 
type,  and  of  the  241  cases  notified,  107  of  them  were 
affecting  children  below  5  -'-ears  of  age. 

Free  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  (under  the 
Council’s  scheme)  was  given  to  41  children,  the  Alum 
Precipitated  Toxoid  being  used. 

wSince  the  commencement  of  the  Council’s  Immunisation 
.Scheme  in  1935,  861  treatments  have  been  given  up  to  the 
end  of  the  year  1940.
